“A new form of campaign was 
tested which points the way to 
the ultim ate defeat of the enemy 
in the Pacific.” 
These new methods, he said. 
demonstrated the possibilities in­ 
herent in “continuous, calculated

power" 
and 
opened the way to “new and broad­ 
ened strategc and tactical concep­ 
tions."

For the commander-in-chief of 
Allied forces in the southwest Pa­ 
cific it will be his 63rd; for Aus­ 
tralia it will m ark the 165th anni­ 
versary of the day the British flag 
was run up at a point where the 
city of Sydney now stands. 
It will be a holiday for Aus­ 
tralia. 
which 
annually 
observes 
“Foundation 
day”, 
but 
for 
the 
American commander it will mean 
only another heavy day a t his 
headquarters, followed by an eve­ 
ning with his wife and young son, 
Arthur. 
Gen. MacArthur spent his last 
birthday on Corregidor, with the 
Battle for Bataan at its height. 
Tomorrow *he will be able to look 
back ou the trium phant conclusion 
of the campaign in Papua, which 
smashed an incipient Japanese a t­ 
tempt to invade Australia. 
Returned from New Guinea only 
a few weeks ago. the general is in 
excellent health and spirits.

AXIS SINKS 601 SHIPS 
IN WESTERN ATLANTIC

Enemy submarines—termed the 
navy’s “first enemy" by Admiral 
Harold R. Stark—have taken a toll 
of 601 Allied and neutral merchant 
ships in the western Atlantic since 
Pearl Harbor, the Associated Press 
count of officially announced sink­ 
ings showed today. 
Announcement of the sinking of 
eight vessels, two of them Amer­ 
ican, were made last week. Seven 
of the eight were sent to the bot­ 
tom off South America. 
As officials in W ashington and 
abroad 
emphasized 
the 
serious 
threat of the submarine situation 
to United Nation’s war plans, Bri­ 
tain's first lord of the admiralty*, 
A. V. Alexander, declared: 
“The enemy now Is using U-boats 
in larger packs and with new tac­ 
tics.

MOSCOW, Jan. 25— The Red 
army of the north Caucasus 
has smashed through German 
resistance to the rolling plains 
of Rostov province, capturing 
the railroad city of Peschano- 
kopskoye and threatening the 
key German stronghold at Ros­ 
tov, 95 miles to the northeast, 
from its softest flank, the Rus­ 
sians said today. 
This im portant advance in the 
Russian drive to destroy all the 
German forces south of Rostov 
was reported a few hours after a 
special Russian communique an­ 
nounced the capture of Starobelsk, 
125 miles southeast of Kharkov, 
the im portant industrial center of 
the Ukraine. Other Russian forces, 
farther north, already are within 
78 miles of Kharkov. • 
1,100 Officer*, Men Seized 
(The mid-day Soviet communique 
as recorded by the Soviet radio 
monitor in London said that in this 
area 
where 
the 
Russians 
have 
pressed closest to ancient Kharkov 
another enemy group has 
been 
liquidated and 1,100 officers and 
men taken prisoner. Another un 
identified community was reported 
captured. 
(Many successes from Voronezh 
to the farthest German outposts in 
the northw est Caucasus also were 
reported. The drive which resulted 
in the occupation of Starobelsk 
was continued successfully and sev 
oral more populated places were 
taken in fierce fighting, it was 
said. 
(The Germans were reported re 
sisting stubbornly, sometime* in 
hand-to-hand 
fighting, 
and 
one 
place changed hands several times 
before finally being occupied by 
the Red army. 
(The Red army of the Caucasus 
struck out during the night from 
the recaptured town of Peschano- 
kopskyoye on the Stalingrad-Tik- 
horetsk railway and occupied sev­ 
eral dozen more populated places, 
said the mid-day communique as 
recorded 
in 
London, 
Cossacks 
joined in this fighting and fought 
their way forward between 18 and 
24 miles, killing 800 Germans, it 
was said.) 
The entire eastern and central 
regions of the Caucasus have been 
cleared of the Germans and the 
remaining Nazi troops there are 
concentrated in the northwest, Rus­ 
sian advices said. 
The terrain between the lower 
Don river and the Halsk-Tikhoretsk 
railway on 
which 
the Russians 
now are entrenched firmly offers 
few elements of natural resistance 
and 
would 
be difficult to hold 
against the powerful blows the 
Russians have been striking in 
their current offensive, observers 
here said.

and to pass one copy around in 
offices, shops, 
stores 
and 
other 
business places. 
In 
this way, 
the Repository's 
Sunday edition says in a front 
page 
article, 
readers 
can 
help 
meet 
limitations forced 
by 
the 
curtailed supply of newsprint the 
paper will receive this year. 
"If you prefer to buy your copy 
on the streets, then please take 
that copy home and permit us, 
as much as we regret the neces­ 
sity, to discontinue the carrier de­ 
livery to your home," the paper 
says: 
“It is one of the few times In 
the history of the Repository that 
we have had to worry about too 
much circulation, la January. 1941, 
our 
daily 
and 
Sunday 
average 
was 49,200. Today, our daily and 
Sunday average is 53.300, the Sun­ 
day paper alone having more than 
56.000 subscribers." 
The 
Repository, 
published 
by 
Brush-Moore 
Newspapers, 
Inc., 
also says that, because of a zinc 
metal shortage, the paper finds 
it necessary to reduce the num­ 
ber and size of pictures printed.

of Buckley, Wash., who slept In 
upper 13 and John Funches, 30. of 
Oakland. Calif., dining car w aiter 
on the train, but emphasized there 
is no evidence to connect them 
with the crime. 
Third Man Is Sought 
They issued a John Doe w arrant 
for the arrest of a third man, an 
unidentified Negro, who was be­ 
lieved to have been a passenger, 
although trainmen could find no 
record of him. 
Police said this Is the story: 
Mrs. Jam es, daughter of a promi­ 
nent Norfolk. Va., family, was fol­ 
lowing her husband of four months, 
Ensign Richard F. Jam es, after a 
routine navy transfer from Seattle. 
About 4 a. rn. Saturday as the 
train neared Tangent, Ore., two 
men in berths near Mrs. Jam es 
heard a woman exclaim, “I can’t 
take this any longer,” and then, 
My God. this man is killing m e!" 
A scream followed. 
One of the men. Eugene Norton, 
of Daily City. Calif., looked into 
the train aisle immediately.' He 
said he saw Pvt. Wilson lifting 
Mrs. Jam es, who had sprawled into 
the aisle. 
Blood 
spurted 
from 
a 
neck 
wtumd, and Norton said, “It looked 
to me the wound was made by a 
gouge." 
Norton also said he thought he 
saw a man running down the aisle, 
but it y/as dark and "it might have 
been a curtain fluttering." 
Wilson said the scream awak­ 
ened him and he looked out in time 
to see a heavy-set man running 
away.

U. S. Sent I Out Of 3 
Tanks, Combat Planes 
To Allies Daring ’42 


By Th* Associated Presa. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 26—Admin­ 
istrator Edward R. Stettinius Jr. 
reported to congress today that 
one out of every three tanks and 
combat plants built in Ibis coun­ 
try last year w ent to our allle*, 
either through lend-lease or direct 
purchase and announced the cumu­ 
lative value of lend-lease up to 
Jan. I was $8,253,OOO,OOO. 
Aside from tanks and planes, 
lend-lease has taken much sm aller 
shares of weapons. Stettinius esti­ 
mated th a t in the last six months, 
lend-lease 
exports 
of 
munitions 
amounted to 16 percent of Ameri­ 
can production of these items. 
Of 
the 
eight-billlon-plus 
total 
since the program began March 
ll, 1941, 79 percent, or $6,548,000,- 
OOO, was for goods transferred to 
United Nations and $1,705,000,000 
was for services rendered. 
"Lend-lease is not a loan of 
money," the adm inistrator empha­ 
sized. 
“Nor has it even been an 
act of charity. 
The lend-lease pro­ 
gram of providing goods and serv- 
ices to nations resisting the Axis 
aggressors was undertaken for the 
defense of this country and has 
been carried out in the interests 
of the people of the United States. 
“We have aided other peoples 
under lend-lease because their in­ 
terests coincided with our inter­ 
ests.” 
The program of aiding our allies, 
Stettinius said, is far from one­ 
sided. since other United Nations 
are supplying each other, and re­ 
ciprocal aid to the United States 
already “bas saved millions of tons 
of shipping space and many hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars." 
Reciprocal aid. he said. has been 
supplied principally by the United 
Kingdom. Australia and New Zea­ 
land to American forces overseas, 
and by China, South Africa, Fight­ 
ing France and Belgium.

farm bloc on its controls over food 
costa. 
Atty. Gen. Biddie is understood 
to be drafting a legal opinion de­ 
fining the 
extent 
to 
which 
in­ 
creased farm labor costs should 
he taken into account in estab­ 
lishing price ceilings on agricul­ 
tural products. 
The economic stabilization bill 
passed by congress last October 
directed the adm inistrative agen 
d e s to compute these increased 
wartime labor 
expenses 
to 
the 
farmer. Thus far little is said to 
have been done toward raising 
price ceilings accordingly. 
Sought Upward Revision 
Farm bloc members had sought 
to foree a sharp upward revision 
of the ceilings to include the time 
spent by the farm er and his family 
in production as well as the coat 
of hired hands. 
While the Biddle opinion is ex­ 
pected to hold that only hired labor 
costs should 
be taken 
into ac­ 
count, it is believed likely to fur­ 
nish the basis for upward adjust­ 
ment of some food price ceilings. 
Sharing the farm bloc’s concern 
with price ceilings is the question 
of manpower, which comes to the 
fore today with the start of a 
series of hearings on how large 
an armed force will be required 
to win the war.

Hammer At Axis Position 
But 33 Miles From Route 
Fleeing Foe Must Follow 


Allied Lines Now Hold Firm In Ousseltia Valley After 


Giving Ground Last Week; Airmen Keep Pressure 


On Enemy By Smashing At Vital Centers 


BU LLETIN 
CAIRO, Jan. 25— Almost all the Italians and the greater part 
of the Germans of Marshal Erwin Rommel’s Africa Corps already 
have crossed Into southern Tunisia and are arrayed behind the 
Mareth line of fortifications, diepatchee from the front said today. 
Only rearguard elements of the Africa Corps were reported to 
be atm in northwestern tip of Trlpolltanta, and they were moving 
rapidly westward with the British Eighth army in hot pursuit. 
For all practical purposes, all of Tripolitania can be considered 
wrested from the Axis, which la Installing itself aa best It can lh 
Tunisia for a final stand in north Africa to delay an Allied attack 
on Europe from this direction. 


By The Associated Presa* 
Striking swiftly across southern Tunisia, American troops 
have raided an Axis position near Maknassy, only 33 miles 
from the coastal road along the Gulf of Gabes, weak link in 
Marshal Erwin Rommel’s line of withdrawal to merge forces 
with Col. Gen. Jurgen von Amim. 
An Allied headquarters communique, which announced that 
the Americans took 80 prisoners, did not indicate how near 
the coast the American striking force is based, but the pene­ 
tration is the closest yet made to the coastal rdad which the 
Germans must hold open if Rommel is to be saved. 
A military spokesman said the raid, obviously In force, answered 
the taunt of a note the Nazis dropped on U. S. lines saying: "W hy 
don’t (he Americans come out and fight?” 
Allied lines held firm in the Ousseltia valley, more than IOO miles 
to the north, where the Germans gained ground last week, and Allied 
fliers bombed a ship in Sousse harbor and an airdrome near the 
Tripoli tan lan border. 
Allies Smaah At Enemy Shipping 
Keeping up the pressure on Rommel, Allied airmen from the eaat 
smashed anew a t enemy shipping attem pting to escape from the little 
port of Zuara, 65 miles west of Tripoli. 
Fighter-bombers carried on beyond the Llbyap-Tunisian frontier. 
Sicily also was kept under air attack. 
A Cairo communique did not disclose the extent of the .British 
Eighth arm y's progress beyond Tripoli, saying m erely that “our troops 
continued their advance to the w est” 
Virtually all that Rommel was able to salvage from the onoe- 
mighty desert corps with which be threatened Alexandria last sum m er 
was reported in Tunisia,, withdrawing at a speed which suggested th at 
the Germans might not even risk a stand a t the old French M areth 
line, the defense system some 65 miles w est of the Tunislan-Llbyan 
border. 
M ilitary observers in London said Rommel’s hesitancy to halt and 
give battle in the old French fortifications probably was due to the 
danger of an Allied break-through in central Tunisia which would 
cut the coastal road up which he m ust withdraw to pool forces with 
Col. Gen. Von Amim.

FRENCH ARREST 6,000 
IN MARSEILLE CLOSING 


By Tit* A u c l t M Hr***, 
LONDON. J'an. 25 — The Vichy 
radio reported today th at French 
police have arrested 6,000 persons 
in Marseille on order of the Ger­ 
mane "to safeguard order in the 
city” after the German occupation 
authorities had decreed evacuation 
of the old part of Marseille on 
“m ilitary and security grounds." 
Later a DNB dispatch broadcast 
by the Berlin radio said th at all 
the old part of Marseille "will be 
demolished completely except for 
special places of archeological or 
historical im portance."

Envoy To Canada Dies 
Jay Pierrepont Moffat, 46. United 
States 
m inister to 
Canada 
and 
widely known diplomat, died at Ot­ 
tawa Sunday, the state department 
has been advised. 
Moffat’s death, due to an embol­ 
ism. came at the legation residence 
in Rock Cliffe park after an illness 
of several weeks. 
Secretary of State Hull said the 
death of Moffat came at the peak 
of his usefulness and was “a tragic 
loss to our country.” 
Moffat had been in the diplo­ 
matic service for 25 years. 


Wickard Warns Of Complacency 
Secretary of Agriculture Claude 
R. W ickard Sunday night warned 
the nation it is “to complacent” 
about the food situation and that 
more severe rationing is essential 
to close the widening gap between 
supplies and constantly mounting 
demands.

“We must begin to hold back,” 
Wickard said. ‘T he time to con­ 
serve food is while we still have 
something to conserve. Food can 
be one of our strongest weapons 
if we use it with full effective­ 
ness.” 
He warned attainm ent of 1943 
farm production goals will be pos­

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U. S. Must Continue Lease-Lend When War Is Over 


For Its Own Good; Isolationism Is Thing Of Past

ix r lT H Tripoli gong, the Allied threat to Italy ie 
** measurably greeter. This is Italy's darkest hour. 


Rommel and the Germans, whatever they might 
have done, had nothing to offer, either. Win or lose, 
Italy’s dream of conquest was shattered. Italians 
have rather less to lose by surrender to the enemy 
than they already had lost by compliance with the 
krill of Adolf Hitler. Even If Germany could have 
•von the war In 1941 when it had victory In Its grasp, 
Italy would have been humiliated; Its contribution 
to victory would not have been great enough to 
win great reward. 


Sine# the time of the Caesars, conquest of the 
shores of the Mediterranean have been an Italian 
dream. But Italy's attempts to realize it have been 
consistently unsuccessful. Again, It has failed. Libya 
is all but lost. Ethiopia Is gone. Albania Is held chiefly 
by German troops. Eritrea and Italian Somaliland 
are gone, and a powerful enemy prepares to use the 
Mediterranean for his purposes while the Italian 
bavy seeks cover. 


. Perhaps the Italians will forget the Caesars and 
their prototypes now and accept their greater des­ 
tiny as Italians, with Infinitely more to offer their 
world than proficiency In warfare.

DECISIVE action at Tripoli Is the first affirma­ 
tive break In the African war ainee the landing 
of United States Invasion troops last November. It 
la possible that m ilitary events now may take pre­ 
cedence over the political bickerings that have been 
th# recent highlights in new s from that front. 
Politically, the situation simply has become too 
confusing to understand from a distance, and per­ 
haps It would be worse yet lf It bad to be under­ 
stood on the scene. United States officials stepped 
Inadvertantly Into the barbed wire entanglem ents of 
European Jealousies and Ideologies and are learn 
lug to their sorrow what Frenchmen learned to 
their sorrow before the fall of France— that there 
is no equitable solution im mediately available for 
fren ch political complications. 
' The military job In Africa la not the settlem ent of 
political quarrels. For Americans, for Englishmen, 
for Frenchmen and all others concerned with the 
war on the Axis, it is to kill Germans and Italians, 
to rout them from the continent of Africa prepara­ 
tory to assaulting them In Europe.

a government department. Jumes A. 
Farley an­ 
nounced soon afterward that he would resign as New 
York state Democratic chairman and as Democratic 
national chairman. Six years later, he relinquished 
the postm astership and the national chairmanship 
When he left the New Deal, but he still has his New 
York Job. H is successor, Frank C. Walker, now has 
been named national Democratic chairman, with no 
mention of resigning as postm aster general. While 
Mr. Farley was the first postm aster general to serve 
at the same time as national party chairman, he 
apparently Is not going to be the last. While the 
postmaster general frequently has been Identified 
closely with party politics, it took the New Deal 
to Introduce the Idea that no separation of functions 
is necessary.

Although the Nazis besieged the 
city they did not control all the 
surrounding territory. 
There w ere “Islands" of resist­ 
ance off the main highways where 
Russians 
still

their farms 
within sound of the battlefield. 
Pyotr Ivanovltch and his friends 
were clever. W hen their carts were 
loaded they padded their horses’ 
hooves with burlap wrapping. They 
secured any harness which might 
Jingle and they moved in convoys. 
Along familiar hackroads 
they 
crept stealthily, guided by their 
guerrilla friends In force. 
T here were women among the 
guerrillas, as many as 50 some­ 
times, 
armed 
with 
tommy 
guns 
and 
skilled 
in 
the neatest 
and 
most quiet ways of swiftly dis­ 
patching any Nazi who chanced to 
raise 
his 
head 
as 
the 
convoys 
moved through the German lines. 
It 
was a perilous Job, always 
worth a guerrilla's life; but Lenin­ 
grad needed the food, and the carts 
went through. 
The Russian war relief says that 
about 400 tons of food were deliv­ 
ered in this way to the hungry in­ 
habitants.

vader. He left his 17-year-old son fighting with the 
arm y on Bataan. Of his wife. Virginia, and h e r pos­ 
sible fate. Col. Romulo prefers not even to think. 
The Japs had a price on his head because he was 
one of their most im peccable and articulate foes. He 
was educated at Columbia, is a Pulitzer prize winner, 
and has written a memorable document in "I Saw the 
Fail of the Philippines," just published by Doubleday 
Doran. It is a fresh reminder to Americans th at 13,-

born soldiers and civilians are held in bondage by

W hether these ailments can be 
corrected will depend on a num ber 
of things, over many of which OPA 
will have no direct control (tran s­ 
portation, crop failures, abnormal 
demands from the military forces, 
etc.) hut being able to spot the 
symptoms quickly In 3,000 repre­ 
sentative homes should go a long 
way toward providing immediate 
cures. 
I’ll place my bet now that the 
“W artim e Food Diary" will be one 
of OPA’s m ost effective weapons 
in getting the job done in the war 
m onths ahead.

This Week In The Sky 
T 
H E moon this week is at the last quarter, on Fri­ 
day. the 29th. This, of course, gives moonlight. 
In the latter half of the night only. To many lay­ 
men the cause of the change in rising time of the 
moon remains more or less of a mystery. 
We see the moon moving around the sky w est­ 
ward. sharing in the general diurnal motion of the 
heavens, with sun. planets and wars. T hat motion, 
however, is only an apparent one. caused by the 
rotation of the earth eastward on* its axis. 
The real motion of the moon is eastw ard around 
the earth. The moon requires about 29J days to 
pass all the way around the earth from one phase 
back to the same phase again. Tho moon moves 
about the distance of its owu diam eter each hour 
of time—eastward. 
You can check on this easily by watching the 
moon the next time it is visible and locating it by 
m eans of some uearby stars. Come back and look 
at it an hour later and you will find that it ha- 
moved about its own diameter eastw ard from these 
stars. 


j T IS this eastward motion that causes the average 
I 
lag of about 50 minutes on succeeding nights in 
the rising time of the moon. for each night It takes 
the moon 5o minutes more (approximately) to get 
back to the horizon.

So Far By Legislators

—W est Virginia’s thrift-conscious 
46th legislature, preparing in most 
quarters to slice the 665,646,099 
budget proposal, curb state spend­ 
ing and lower — if not repeal — 
several tax laws, apparently also 
is economy-minded in the m atter 
of bills.

stay out of post-war world affairs, 
com m ented: 
"No man can. now or forever.” 
Gov. Harold E. Stassen of Min­ 
nesota. in agreeing with Bricker, 
declared “the walls of Isolation­ 
ism are gone forever.” Both men 
have been mentioned as Republi­ 
can 
presidential 
possibilities 
in 
1944. 
While the two governors agreed 
on isolationism. Bricker said he 
needrf no wartime emergency pow­ 
ers such aa Stassen would receive 
under a m easure before the Min­ 
nesota legislature. 
“We have been able to do every­ 
thing needed” w ithout such pow­ 
ers. Ohio’s governor commented. 
Bricker expressed fear of fed­ 
eral encroachm ent on state rights. 
“Thoss people who are very 
greedy for power.” he asserted, 
“Under the guise of war are tak­ 
ing over things which are in the 
sphere of state government.” 
He added that a Republican vic­ 
tory Is “altogether likely” in 1944. 
In an address a t a meeting of 
the New York Bar association be­ 
fore coming bere Bricker said the 
greatest need today im “faith in

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Tips On How 
To Keep Well

W 
ITH the eeasou running into 
the time of year when colds 
w e very prevalent, we would all 
like to do something sensible to 
keep ourselves as healthy as pos­ 
sible. 
One thing that we should real­ 
ise concerning the mechanism of 
colds 
is 
that 
everyone 
carries 
some germs in the nose. These do 
no harm most of the time and in 
most people they do no harm any 
of the time to the individual who 
carries 
them 
because 
he 
has 
formed an immunity to them. 
When he gets a cold, however, 
the resistance of the mucous mem­ 
brane of the nose is lowered and 
these germs get a foothold which 
they do not ordinarily have in 
health. Besides that, a person car­ 
rying 
a 
certain 
set 
of 
germs 
ground may be immune to them 
himself, but when he coughs or 
aneezes he scatters them in the 
air where they can be picked up 
by others who have not acquired 
immunity to them; in that way 
they do harm. 
Germs In The Nose 
Just how frequently are germs 
•found in a normal person’s nose? 
How many are found, and what 
kinds? These questions were put 
to an experimental answer by two 
Chicago physicians who' took 500 
consecutive patients who had been 
admitted to a medical service for 
reasons other than nose and throat 
diseases. In other words, none of 
these people had a cold either in 
Ute nose, throat or chest. They 
varied in age from four weeks to 
78 years and were, therefore, a 
fairly representative crosssection 
of the entire population. 
All 600 of these patients had 
two kinds of germs without ex­ 
ception; the staphylococcus albus 
and the diphtheroid bacillus. The 
staphylococcus albus is the germ 
which causes the formation of pus 
and this probably operates in the 
later stages of a cold when there 
is a pussy secretion from the nose. 
The diphtheroid bacillus is prob­ 
ably not the kind that causes diph­ 
theria, but is 
simply something 
like 
the diphtheria 
bacillus 
in 
form. 
It is often said that pneumonia 
is carried in the nose and throat, 
but the germs of pneumonia were 
found in very few of these pa­ 
tients—only about 7 percent and 
in these there was some history of 
sinus disease of the nose and the 
nose was not perfectly normal. 
Evidence Of Sinus Disease 
It was also found that a small 
percentage had X ray evidence of 
some sinus disease. This latter 
group amounted to about 4 per­ 
cent. In them a larger variety of 
organisms 
was 
found, 
including 
true diphtheria 
bacillus, strepto­ 
coccus and pneumonia germs. The 
study would seem to Indicate that 
people with 
sinus disease 
natu­ 
rally catch cold more easily be­ 
cause they have more germs which 
are likely to bring on trouble than 
a normal individual. 
As soon as a cold is implanted on 
the mucous membrane of the nose, 
the germs which are present be­ 
gin to grow and embed themselves 
and probably cause the symptoms 
which last for the two or three 
weeks of convalescence. . 
The study certainly proves what 
has been a general belief: 
that 
those who have colds should have 
the social responsibility of cough 
tug and sneezing in a handkerchief 
and that everyone should Hvoid 
close contact with a person who 
baa a cold, and particularly should 
keep out of the way of the spray 
whioh he throws out in coughing 
and sneezing.
